A state-wide Institute on Legal Edu- 
cation and Admissions to the Bar will 
be conducted at St. Petersburg on 
January 21 and 22, in cooperation 
with the Stetson University Law 
School. A program with speakers of 
national repute is being planned under 
the direction of Giles J. Patterson, 
Chairman of the Committee on Legal 
Education and Admissions to the Bar.

St. Petersburg’s Legal 
Stan Witwer* 


The open forum technique of giving 
the public technical information, in 
layman’s language, has been given a 
successful trial by the St. Petersburg 
Bar Association. 

In co-operation with The St. Peters- 
burg Times, St. Petersburg lawyers 
staged four Legal Forums during Oc- 
tober and November, each to overflow 
crowds of about 1,000 persons. 

The programs were presented in the 
auditorium of a downtown high school 
and the response was so great that 
hundreds of persons were unable to 
get seats and had to be turned away. 

The Forums were transcribed and 
broadcast at a later date by Radio 
Station WTSP, an affiliate of The 

Times.

Each Forum was planned to last one 
hour. At the start, James A. McClure, 
Jr., president of the St. Petersburg 
bar, spoke briefly and introduced the 
members of the panel. Each panel in- 
cluded a speaker, a moderator and four 
or five others. 

The speaker opened the program 
with a 15 to 20 minute talk summariz- 
ing the highlights of the topic chosen 
for the evening. Topics included: Legal 
Aspects of Real Estate: Purchase and 
Mortgage Financing; Legal Problems 
of Landlords and Tenants, Wills and 
Estates and The Family’s Legal Prob- 
lems. 


As the speaker concluded his re- 
marks, he turned the program over to 
the moderator who conducted a question 
and answer period for the remainder

of the hour with the speaker and the 
other panel members participating. 

The Times printed a question blank 
each day for a week prior to each 
Forum. In addition to questions thus 
obtained, panel members supplied ques- 
tions which had come up in their prac- 
tice. The newspaper blank brought 
between 40 and 75 questions each week. 
Each panel managed to answer about 
40 questions in the time allotted. 

The attorneys displayed a surprising 
ability to keep their answers to even 
the most technical questions in lay- 
man’s language. On the few occasions

when an answer drifted into legal term- 
inology, it was the duty of the moder- 
ator to call for a more simple evaluation 
of the question. 

Legal forums in St. Petersburg were 
the outgrowth of medical forums which 
were originated by The Times and the 
Pinellas County Medical Society three 
years ago. The medical forums proved 
so successful the idea has been copied 
in 50 cities throughout the United 
States and Canada and received the en- 
dorsement of the American Medical 
Association.

The newspaper buildup campaign for 
the Forums included: 


1. Three or four stories prior to 
each Forum. 

2. A question blank printed each 
day. 

3. Use with the advance stories of 
pictures of each of the panel 
members and a brief biographical 
sketch of each. 

4. A headline across the top of The 
Times front page on the day of 
the Forum, calling the public’s at- 
tention to time and place. 

5. A series of promotional advertise- 
ments. 

6. A series of spot radio announce- 
ments. 


WTSP supplied four microphones 
and an amplifying system for the panel 
at no cost to the Bar Association. 

A Bar Association committee, headed 
by William McLeod, handled the actual 
staging of the Forum. It chose the 
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panel members; gathered the questions 
and chose which were to be discussed; 
rewrote questions into layman’s lan- 
guage, conducted one or two “dress 
rehearsals” of each Forum and “super- 
vised the production” of the actual 
program. 

McLeod was assisted by John D. 
Harris, Jr., Edgar H. Dunn, Jr., and 
George Saltsman. 

In planning its Forums, the St. 
Petersburg sponsors received valuable 
advice from the Daytona Beach News- 
Journal which had held a series of 
legal forums in 1953. 


McClure’s comment on the forums 
was: “We feel that the Legal Forum 
is the best public relations program 
the St. Petersburg Bar ever has at- 
tempted. The reception of our pro- 
grams has exceeded our fondest expec- 
tations. We have found a tremendous 
hunger for legal information, presented 
in layman’s language, on the part of 
the general public. 
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“We feel that our Forums are per- 
forming a valuable public service 
which should be continued here and 
copied elsewhere. The success of our 
programs is greatly due to the pro- 
motional work of The St. Petersburg 
Times. Any local bar association, I 
believe, could do as well if given 
the enthusiastic support of an aggres- 
sive daily newspaper.” 


McLeod announced early in the series 
that The Times and Bar Association 


will sponsor Legal Forums henceforth 
as an annual feature and that, in 1915, 
the series may be expanded to six 
weekly programs. 

The St. Petersburg Forums attracted 
not only an inquisitive general public 
but many attorneys both from this and 
nearby cities, many adults who are 
studying law at various night classes 
in the city, Stetson Law College stu- 
dents and their professors and groups 
of cadets from Admiral Farragut Acad- 
emy.

Press Comments

How can a lawyer be ethical and make 
a living? 

What if he chases ambulances to get 
business? 


Questions like these—and others even 
more ticklish are being answered for 
law students in Gainesville by the peo- 
ple who should know —the practicing 
attorneys. 


Every other Tuesday evening stu- 
dents from the University of Florida 
College of Law gather in the living 
room of a professor’s home for a special 
class which is making history in legal 
education.

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THE CLASS never sees the inside of 
a school building. The professor 
doesn’t give the lectures—and to top it 
off the students know their grades be- 
fore they start. There aren’t any exams. 

But all these things don’t make the 
course outstanding. The big thing is 
the subject matter of legal ethics—and 
how it’s presented. 

At most law schools the ethics course 
is an academic process with an “ivory 
tower” outlook, but the Florida students 
don’t just listen to a professor lecture. 
At each session of the class two prac- 
ticing attorneys, selected by The Flor- 
ida Bar, give their views on ethical 
problems. Then for more than an hour 
the students have a chance to work the 
attorneys over, legally speaking.

THE VISITING lawyers are told to 
expect all types of questions—and they 
usually aren’t disappointed. 

Do I have to charge my client a mini- 
mum fee? asked one student at the 
first meeting of the Fall session. 

The answer was no. 

Other student questions, and attor- 
ney answers: 


“Are any forms of advertising per- 
mitted for a lawyer?” 

“No. Even having your name in bold 
face type in the phone book is consid- 
ered wrong in most cities now.” 

“What about all the ads for patent 
attorneys I see in the newspaper?” 

“Patent attorneys aren’t necessary 
lawyers, and the ones that aren’t don’t 
have to follow the legal code of ethics.” 

“Where does a lawyer’s duty to his 
client stop?” 

“When it clashes with the lawyer’s 
duty to his country.” 


“STUDENTS FELT a law professor 
was in an ivory tower, and not having 
to make his living in practice could 
advocate ethical standards which were 
unworkable in practice,” said Dean 
Fenn of the law school. 


“To overcome this objection we asked 
The Florida Bar to supply two visit- 
ing attorneys for each session of the 
class who would give their views on 
ethical questions. We wanted to get at 
the day to day questions bothering law- 
yers—the situations giving rise to the 
question ‘is it ethical to do this.’ We 
wanted frank and free discussion in 
an informal atmosphere—which is why 
we don’t meet in a classroom,” said 
Dean Fenn. 


HOW SUCCESSFUL has the course 
been? 


Judging by letters written by ex- 
students, practicing attorneys and edu- 
cators—even in other states, the course 
is rated as tops. Last month Dean 
Fenn, the guiding light behind the 
course from the start, was invited to a 
meeting of law educators in South 
Carolina to tell them about it. 


“Not only has the course changed the 
attitude of many of the law students, 
but it has served as a ‘revival spirit’ 
throughout The Florida Bar,” one 
prominent Florida attorney said. 


“Some students didn’t really believe 
a lawyer could be ethical all the time 
and still make out financially—that was 
before the course started. Most of these 
students found out they were wrong. 
We have tried to create an awareness 
of moral and ethical problems and prove 
that building a reputation for honesty 
and fairness is one of the best ways 
to insure financial success,” he added. 


THE COURSE, which is the first of 
its kind in the South, has also received 
praise from the most severe of all crit- 
ics—the students. 


One ex-student, now a practicing at- 
torney in Florida, wrote Dean Fenn 
and said: 

“TI commend the course to all students 
and recommend that it be continued at 
the university as long as the pocket- 
book of the dean and the endurance of 
the visiting attorneys can hold out... 
It has given us what the case book and 
the instructors could not—first hand 
answers to the questions we’ve won- 
dered about all through law school.”

Actions in State Courts Affecting Property on Which the United States 
Has a Lien, and Section 6325(b) (2) of the 1954 Internal Revenue Code 


A great number of practicing attor- 
neys in their examination of an ab- 
stract in preparing a suit to quiet 
title, or for the foreclosure of a mort- 
gage, ascertain and find that the 
particular property to be dealt with 
in the suit is subject to a federal tax 
lien filed by the Director of Internal 
Revenue. Many fall into the error of 
joining the United States of America 
as a party-defendant, or naming the 
Director of Internal Revenue as a 
party-defendant in said foreclosure 
or suit to quiet title without checking 
their right to join the United States 
of America as a part-defendant in a 
State Court, and direct a summons 
to the Director of Internal Revenue. 
When the Director of Internal Reve- 
nue receives the summons, the Direc- 
tor refers the summons to the Regional 
Counsel’s office in Chicago, who for- 
wards the same to the United States 
Attorney’s office with directions that 
a motion be filed by the United States 
Attorney for the purpose of dismissing 
the United States of America or the 
Director of Internal Revenue from 
the cause. This necessitates a letter 
to the plaintiff’s attorney from the 
United States Attorney’s office setting 
forth that in order to join the United 
States of America or any one of its 
agencies in a suit in a State Court, 
it is necessary that the provisions of 
Section 2410(a)(b), Title 18, United 
States Code Annotated, be strictly 
complied with. 

In cases where the United States of

America has not been named as a 
party-defendant, but where the Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue has been 
named, the pleading must be amended 
substituting the United States of 
America as party-defendant instead 
of the Director of Internal Revenue. 
A summons then must be served upon 
the United States Attorney, attaching 
thereto a copy of the amended com- 
plaint, and a copy of the process and 
a copy of the amended complaint must 
be sent by the plaintiff’s attorney by 
registered mail to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C. 

After this detail has been accom- 
plished, the error in the plaintiff’s 
complaint insofar as service and 
bringing in the United States of 
America as a party-defendant, is 
thereby cured. The Department of 
Justice working in conjunction with 
the Regional Office of the Department 
of Internal Revenue, and the Direc- 
tor’s Office of Internal Revenue, for- 
ward the tax liens to the United States 
Attorney, and an answer is prepared 
by the United States Attorney, in 
which he sets forth in detail the tax 
liens, the date the assessment list was 
received by the Director of Internal 
Revenue, and challenges the priority 
of the mortgage liens, judgment liens 
or mechanics liens, that may be set 
forth in the particular suit. 

It is then necessary that a hearing be 
had before the Court in order to estab- 
lish the priorities of the various par- 
ties to the suit. In the majority of the 
cases the priority of the mortgage is 
admitted by the government to be 
piror to the tax liens, and in a great 
majority of cases as outlined above, 
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and in cases where the United States 
of America is joined as a party- 


defendant in the original instance 
pursuant to the strict construction of 
Section 2410, Title 18, United States 
Code, the mortgagee’s lien is worth 
more than or as much as the property 
sought to be foreclosed, and the 
government is not in a position to 
recover any amounts upon its tax liens. 
This lengthy and detailed procedure 
delays the plaintiff in the prosecution 
of his foreclosure suit. 


Under the 1939 Internal Revenue 
Code, it was not clear whether a 
mortgagee could secure an administra- 
tive discharge of the property from 
the tax lien without making some 
payment of the tax involved. There- 
fore, the majority of the practicing 
attorneys have taken the long cir- 
cuitous route of following Section 
2410, Title 28, United States Code. In 
parctice, when requested, the Internal 
Revenue Service frequently discharged 
property from a clearly worthless 
tax lien upon the payment of a nomi- 
nal amount to be applied to the tax. 
Many mortgagees and their attorneys, 
however, were either unwilling to pay 
even a nominal part of another per- 
son’s taxes; or did not realize that the 
property could be administratively 
discharged in this manner; or simply 
found it easier to commence their fore- 
closure actions and name the United 
States as a party-defendant. As a 
result, the Department of Justice has 
on its hands a large amount of litiga- 
tion in which the United States has 
no interest of value. Such litigation 
is, of course, expensive and time con- 
suming, both to the party litigants 
and attorneys. 

The Tax Division of the Department 
of Justice has had this problem under 
study for some time in the hope of 
finding some way to eliminate the 
United States from participation in 
litigation which is wasteful and un- 
productive as far as it is concerned. 
It would appear that where the tax 
lien is clearly of no value, the property 
should be discharged from the tax 
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lien administratively rather than as 
the result of litigation. In the hope 
of inducing mortgagees to seek ad- 
ministrative discharge of property 
from worthless tax liens, the Depart- 
ment of Justice recommended an 
amendment to the 1954 Internal Reve- 
nue Code to make it clear that the 
Revenue Service has the authority 
to release property from such a lien 
without the payment of even a nominal 
amount on the tax involved. This 
amendment was adopted and is now 
contained in Section 6325(b)(2) of 
the new Code. 


The Revenue Service has advised 
that it is prepared to cooperate fully 
in the matter of discharging the 
property from the government’s tax 
lien where it can be ascertained by 
the secretary or his delegate that at 
the time the foreclosure or suit to 
quiet title is contemplated, that the 
interst of the United States in the 
part to be so discharged has no value, 
and that the mortgage is prior to 
the tax lien of the United States of 
America. 


It should be pointed out to prac- 
titioners that if the United States is 
joined as a party defendant in such 
cases, the United States has a right 
of redemption for one year from the 
date of sale (28 U.S.C., 2410(c). Un- 
less the mortgagee secures a release 
of this right of redemption in some 
manner, it remains as a cloud on title 
for one year. Under the administrative 
process, a worthless tax lien can be 
completely discharged as to the mort- 
gaged property and no right of re- 
demption exists in the United States. 
Thus, there is a distinct advantage 
to mortgagees in pursuing the ad- 
ministrative process.

FOR REFLECTION: 


“Plat Dedications” . . . a subdivision 
is often platted by subdivider who 
bought land by a government survey 
description and who mortgages by same 
description, with proviso for releasing 
lots as sold. 
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The developer, as owner, makes 
formal dedication on the plat—we sug- 
gest that the mortgagee should also 
join. This would avoid having to rely 
on “dedication by estoppel” of the mort- 
gagee (Weills v. City of Vero Beach, 
et al, 119 So. 331). 


“Corporate deeds” . . . you will, of 
course, recall that sec. 610.37(3) F.S., 
enacted in 1941, authorized conveyances 
by a majority of the surviving cor- 
porate directors, as trustees. This is 
to point up the deletion of this par- 
ticular provision from the 1953 “cor- 
poration act” although it re-enacts oth- 
er provisions. For the present, at least, 
it would seem that such conveyances 
must be joined in by all surviving di- 
rectors, as trustees.
